Recently the envelope appeared from nowhere, to a prominent location the kitchen table, 
neither my friendy or her mother had any knowledge of its reappearance, not an unusual 
occurrence in the household but this has been the only time anything of this nature has 
happened. 

Having now being made aware ofi'finintentional standard of 37 CFR 1 . 137 (b). I am 
preceding on this course of action and I hope that the time factor will be considered as 
beyond my control and allow my petition to be granted.
